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New appeal 
after 2nd 
earthquake

RESIDENTS opened their hearts with 
a huge response to the appeal for food 
and clothing after 8,000 people were 
killed in the Nepalese earthquake. 

But as the second ‘quake struck near Mount 
Everest last Tuesday (May 12) a fresh appeal 
has been launched by the local Nepalese 
community - one of the largest in London. 

Two massive containers of mainly clothes 
and blankets have already been flown out 
to the capital Kathmandu as cargo freight 
from Heathrow, at £2,800 per shipment. 
Another two planeloads worth is ready to go, 
and more cash is needed to pay the freight 
charges. 

Nepalese community leaders Fatta and 
Sonia Thapa have launched a second appeal 
for money. 

“Now all we need is the money to send it,” 
said Sonia. “Previously, we raised £10,000 in 
just two weeks which was fantastic. 

“People have been bringing stuff to 
Woolwich Town Hall from all over the UK. 
It’s been overwhelming. The Town Hall is 
packed, it’s been absolutely brilliant and we 
are so grateful. 

“We’ve had people coming here from 50 
miles away to drop in baby clothes and all 
sorts of useful stuff. We’ve also had people 
bringing things to the Eltham Centre and 
East Greenwich Library. 

“When the second earthquake struck 
everybody was very upset because they

their families and friends. 
But fortunately it was more 
damage to homes rather than 
people. The impact has been 
that all the roads are blocked 
and we have had to wait for 
them to be cleared.” 

Among the cash donations 
received so far are £5,000 from 
AEG, owners of the 02, £3,000 
from the Canary Wharf Group 
property company and £1,000 
from the Greenwich Islamic 
Centre. This followed a letter 
to businesses asking for 
support from council leader, 
Cllr Denise Hyland. 

Sonia added: “I want to thank 
all the many people who have 
made donations. We really do 
need more, particularly from 
big business organisations. It 
would be great to hear from 
them.”

Dog owners reminded of responsibilities 


WITH summer just around the 
corner and the weather getting 
nicer, residents and families will 
be visiting the royal borough's 
many open spaces. 

However, it is never nice to 
encounter dog mess when out and 
about and the council is reminding 
dog owners they need to be 
responsible and considerate when 
using local streets and parks. 

It is dirty and lazy to fail to 
adequately clear up after your dog 
and dog mess can be a contributory 
factor in illnesses, with children 
particularly vulnerable. 

The council takes decisive action 
to remove dog waste across the 
royal borough. All residential 


roads are swept once a week and 
dog mess is removed as part of 
this process. If there is a significant 
accumulation between weekly 
sweeps, residents can contact 
the council's street cleaning 
team to arrange clearance where 
appropriate. Residents are advised 
to effectively dispose of dog waste 
by wrapping or bagging it and 
disposing it in their black lidded 
bins or street litter bins. 

The council also has Dog Control 
Orders in place and will take 
appropriate enforcement action 
against irresponsible owners for 
a range of anti-social behaviour. 
This includes dog fouling, dogs off 
a lead in restricted areas or more 


than four dogs with one walker. 

Residents who witness a breach 
of a Dog Control Order or have a 
problem with dog fouling in their 
local area should report it to the 
council. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the royal 
borough's cabinet member 
for community safety and 
environment said: "The vast 
majority of dog owners are 
responsible but there are a 
small minority that fail to clean 
up after their pets properly. The 
council will always act to keep 
the royal borough's streets clean 
and take strong action against 
irresponsible dog owners. 

"We act to remove dog mess 


quickly and effectively and 
sweep every street in the royal 
borough once a week. Residents 
can help us maintain a clean 
and safe borough by reporting 
antisocial behaviour and Dog 
Control Order breaches".

A NEW cruise ship on her 
maiden voyage sailed along the 
River Thames to Greenwich last 
Tuesday (May 12). 

The 47,800-ton Viking Star is officially 
classed as a ‘small ship’ but her size 
enables the ship to reach the heart 
of great cities such as London. At 
Greenwich, she underwent turning 


and manoeuvring tests near Enderby 
Wharf, the former Alcatel site in 
Christchurch Way. 

This is the site where the royal 
borough’s planning board will consider 
a revised planning application to build 
a terminal. If agreed, it would be a 
first for London, with capacity for one 
cruise ship to berth and space for two 
Thames Clipper berths. 



RESIDENTS took the 
opportunity to look over the 
Royal Navy's largest warship 
when HMS Ocean (pictured) 
moored in the River Thames 
at Greenwich last week. 

People queued for seats on 
the ferry boat for the five- 


minute journey that took 
them alongside the Ocean, 
which was moored near 
Deptford Creek.

HMS Ocean is the Royal 


Navy's only amphibious 
assault ship, and is equipped

MORE than a hundred young people 
looking for an apprenticeship in 
the building trade went along to 
a special recruitment event at 
Woolwich Town Hall last Wednesday 
(May 13). 

It was organised by the council along 
with Greenwich Local Labour and 
Business (GLLaB), Berkeley Homes and 
Greenwich Community College. 

It followed an earlier recruitment 
drive for the Berkeley Apprenticeship 
Scheme in November last year, when 40 
recruits joined the scheme. 

Young people aged 16 to 24 who are 
taken on will undergo four weeks work 
experience in different skills such 
as plastering and bricklaying at the 
council-sponsored construction skills 
centre at Kidbrooke. The training 
will be carried out by the community 
college, and is designed to help them 
decide which trade suits them best. 
Sasha Wilmot, 23, who went along last 
Tuesday, already knows what she wants 
to do. She said: “My dad is a quantity 
surveyor, and I’ve always wanted to get 
into construction.” 

After the training session, everyone 
in the group will be guaranteed an 
interview with Berkeley or one of its 
subsidiaries. 

Tuesday’s event included 


presentations from GLLaB, Cllr Sizwe 
James, the council’s cabinet member 
for business, employment and skills, 
Berkeley Homes and the community 
college. Marlon Henry, an apprentice 
from last November’s intake, spoke 
about his experiences and how he had 
received multiple job offers after his 
training.

Further revamp for St Alfege

ST Alfege in Greenwich has 
now completed the latest 
stage of its conservation 
programme that will see the 
repair and refurbishment of 
the iconic and famous 17th 
century church originally 
designed hy Nicolas 
Hawksmoor. 

The third stage of the project 
saw the restoration of the East 
Portico section of the church 
facing onto Greenwich Church 
Street and its completion was 
marked in a ceremony last 
month. 

This involved a choir 
performance and a blessing of 
the portico steps by the Vicar, 
Revd Christopher Moody. The 
celebration took place on April 
19, the feast day of St Alfege who 
was martyred by the Vikings 
on the spot 1003 years ago to the 
day. 

All the money for the work was 
raised by the efforts of a local 
appeal committee led by Tim 


Barnes and included the generous 
support of individuals and 
grants including a substantial 
grant from Viridor Credits 
Environmental Company. 

The next and biggest challenge 
to St Alfege’s conservation 
programme will be the creation 
of wheelchair access, repaving 
and restoring the north side of 
the church.

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New life breathed into 
bomb-damaged chapel 

Restoration to create community hub

HISTORIC St George’s Chapel on 
Grand Depot Road in Woolwich is 
undergoing a full-scale restoration 
to bring it back to its former glory - 
and there are plans to open it up for 
community use such as school visits. 

The chapel, opposite the Royal Artillery 
Barracks, was also known as the Woolwich 
Garrison Church. It was consecrated 
in 1863, and was almost destroyed by a 
Second World War VI flying bomb in July 
1944. Despite being a ruin, it was deemed 
sufficiently important to be listed Grade II 
by English Heritage. 

The Heritage of London Trust Operations 
has been working on the restoration, with 
funding and support from the Ministry 
of Defence, the Royal Artillery, and 
organisations such as English Heritage and 
the Community Covenant Fund. 

The chapel’s original beautiful mosaics 
were not destroyed. They include a Venetian 
glass mosaic of St George and the dragon, 
installed around 1870. Marble tablets also 
survived that are inscribed with the names 


of gunners who won the Victoria Cross, 
from the Crimean War to the middle of the 
Second World War. 

Once the restoration is complete, the 
chapel will be designated by the council 
as the memorial site to remember 
local residents and servicemen and 
servicewomen who lost their lives during 
times of conflict. 

A Friends of St George’s Chapel group 
is building links with the University of 
Greenwich and other local educational and 
heritage sites to see how they can work 
together to secure more funding. A learning 
pack for teachers is being developed, plus a 
series of talks for adult learners. 

The Friends were due to hold a public 
event at Woolwich Library earlier this 
month to talk about the restoration, 
followed by a visit to the site. 

Julie Ricketts, the Heritage Project 
Officer, would like to hear from anyone 
who remembers the church, or who had a 
relative with a connection to it, such as a 
member of the choir.

THE borough marked the 70th anniversary of VE Day in style, reliving the 
day in 1 945 when the whole country danced in the streets as six years of 
war against the Nazi regime came to an end. 

In Woolwich, a victory beacon was lit on the roof of the Eguitable 
building in General Gordon Square by the Mayor, Cllr Mick Hayes. The 
BBC's star-studded Saturday evening concert was shown on the Big 
Screen. 

In Eltham, the town's Royal British Legion branch laid a wreath at the 
War Memorial near St John's Church at 1 1 am on Friday May 8. Then on 
Saturday the serious mood changed as the Legion held an all-day party 
in the High Street. Locals dressed up in period fashions, military uniforms, 
and as characters from the much-loved BBC 'Dad's Army' series. They 
included Corporal Jones, and Dave Treadway as Capt Mainwaring. 
Meanwhile, the Firepower! museum in Woolwich had a visitor from the 
other great conflict of the 20th Century. It was an historic double-decker 


bus of the type that transported 
soldiers to the trenches in the First 
World War.
